Almost within the week that he had won a victory, 
General Symons has died a prisoner of the Boers in the 
town that was his headquarters. It was he, we now 
learn, that bade General Yule when he retreated from 
Dundee to Glencoe to leave his wounded behind, in- 
cluding himself. This was his last order. He was 
then left to death and to the Boers. Only those who 
realize the pride of generals can understand what an 
important part this sentimental if not real humiliation 
may have played in hastening his death. He died in 
the satisfaction that his country thought well of him 
and that his Queen had promoted him. His wisdom 
in having started General Yule back almost in the 
flush of victory, as we read the British reports, be- 
comes more and more apparent. It must, for the 
moment, make the stock jobbers and the jingo papers 
of England, who have repeatedly declared that the 
Boer was a beast, experience a change of heart. The 
Boers have found out that in fighting regular British 
troops they were not fighting «a mob of raiders, and 
h have found that rough and ignorant as 
s he has those attributes which are aimost

There seems to be little effort on the Boer side to 
minimize their great losses.

Apparently they are treating 
their prisoners as well they treat their own soldiers, 
and are generally adhering to the Geneva Convention. 
The conduct vf the Boer prisoners taken in the battle 
of Glencoe is rep. rted by one of the correspondents as 
that of honest-minded, rather dirty, country gentle 
men.

marked the carriage of the captured Kighteenth Hus- 
sars, which were taken te Johannesburg.

{s soon as the Boers had diverted the British centre 
over to the right, it seems that the enemy’s centre, 
which retreated so readily, immediately swung over 
toward the .Gloucestershires, the Fusiliers and the 
Battery, while another force of Boers, swinging far 
around to the left, caught them in a trap, where, fac- 
ing tire on all sides, there was only one alternative and 
that was surrender. The strategy was as simple as 
that of Majuba Hill, as simple as that which high-school 
boys play in football every day and even young boys 
play in their snowball battles, and it outwitted one of 
the ablest generals in the British army. The effective- 
ness with which the Boers carried it out shows how 
completely in hand the Boer generals have their forces, 
which were supposed to be illy disciplined and quite 
unsuited for integral movements of an extended order. 

“T formed the plan, in the working out of which the 
disaster occurred, and am alone responsible. The troops 
are not blameworthy, as their position was untenable,” 
was General White’s soldierly statement. 

This was not all the bad news which General Buller 


was to hear on the 30th, the day that he arrived in 
Capetown; and the guns of the Tenth Mountain Bat- 
tery were not the only British guns to fall into the 
enemy’s hands. How gallantly the gunners fought 
before they succumbed can only be imagined; for the 
British artillerist, of all artillerists, holds that a gunner 
should never give up his gun even for strategical pur- 
poses, while a German field marshal would think noth 
ing of losing twenty guns if, by so doing, he could make 
a successful feint. 

While the British troops were preparing on the night 
of the 29th for the attack to be made on the morning 
of the 30th, in General White’s own words, ‘‘the mules 
stampeded with some of the guns, which, however, I 
hope to recover’’—but which are not yet reéovered. 

“The noise at the height of the engagement,”’ says 
an eye-witness, *“‘was almost deafening. Above the 
rattle of the musketry could be heard the thud of the 
Maxims and the banging of the quick-firing guns.’’

FEW YEARS AGO many people thought that the 
Napoleonic craze was dead; but they were mis 
taken. The chances are that it will never die. 

Napoleon is likely to remain the most romantic, the most 
puzzling, the most exasperating, and the most fascinat- 
ing figure im history. Such a figure belongs with a pe 
culiar fitness to the stage. We have already had several 
plays written around Napoleon ; we shall unquestionably 
have many more. Thus far, however, not one has been 
a really great play, though George Bernard Shaw’s com 

edy, **The Man of De stiny,’’ has the writer’s character 

istically whimsical brillianey. Shaw was clever enough 
to introduce Napoleon in a mere incident, instead of 
trying to make the Corsican’s whole career serve as the 
basis of an elaborate work. Sardou used him in a some- 
what similar way; but ‘‘Madame Sans Géne’’ was an 





extremely disjointed and inartistic piece of craftsman 
p. In ‘*More Than Queen,*’ now presented with 
gorgeous scenery and trappings by Miss Julia Arthur 
at the Broadway Theatre, Emile Bérgerat has under 
taken to give a pretty complete review of the Napoleonic 
story. Asa result, he has failed to create what is really 
a play; and he has devised, instead, a series of scenes, 








consistent enough, to be sure, but little more than beau- 
tiful tableaux, with accompanying explanations. Credit 
should be given, however, for the simplicity and the di 
rectuess of the dialogue. It would be impossible to de 
termine how much of the credit belongs to the author, 
and how much to the adapters, Messrs. Charles Frederie 
Nirdlinger and Charles Henry Meltzer, who have trans 
ferred the original French into fluent and colloquial En 
glish.

The Tasmanian Blue Gum Tree 


may well be considered a giant among 
trees, rising it does to the height 
of 300 feet, and measuring in many 
instances forty feet in diameter.

This has been 
amply justified by the showing already made by Middle 
West teams in contest with the older organizations, and 
this progress ought to and does reflect the greatest 
credit upon the calibre of Western players. 

Cornell was one of the first victims, and suffered a 
most decisive defeat at the hands of the University of 
Chicago, as has already been described in this column, 
In that match it became apparent that the relative 
strength of the two teams was fairly indicated by the 
final seore of 17 to 6.
